On a recent visit to Auckland | watched a 
player who will make it all the more difficult

His name its Colin Tuaa,

He's the tallest player in the 
team — about 6ft. 4ins. — very 
fast, very aggressive, who 
shoots from all angles and 
with much power. 

Tuaa, de Jong and Ceri 
Evans, a centre-back from 
Christchurch Mogal United, 
are the star newcomers to the 
national squad led now by 
Allan Jones. There’s no ani- 
mosity, incidentally, between 
Jones and his predecessor, 
John Adshead who led the 
Kiwis to the 1982 World Cup 
finals in Spain. Jones and Ad- 
shead both were at the Papa-

Canberra. 

The team will gain even 
more cohesion when it com- 
petes in the final Asian quali- 
fying tournament for the 
Olympic Games, in Singapore 
from April 14 to 29. 

New Zealand's opponents in 
Group A will be Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, South Korea and Bah- 
rain. 

The Socceroos will play the 
first round of the Oceania 
qualifying series for the World 
Cup in New Zealand, as they 
did in 1981. 


Under Rudi Gutendorf, 
Australia drew 3-3 in Auckland 
in 1981, and lost 0-2 in the 
return game in Sydney, with 
Wooddin and Grant Turner 
scoring the goals. Turner, by 
the way, is in great form, 
having scored a_ hat-trick 
during my visit. 

The Oceania World Cup 
draw is: 

IN AUCKLAND, round one, 
October 5-6, 1985: New Zea- 
Jand v Taiwan, Australia v Is- 
rael. 

Round two, Oct. 8-9, 1985: 
New Zealand v Israel, Aust- 
ralia v Taiwan. 

Round three, Oct. 12-13, 
1985: New Zealand v Austra- 
lia, Israel v Taiwan. 


The return clashes will be 
held in Australia in the same 
order on October 20, 23 and 27. 


FIFA listed Taiwan and 
Israel in Oceania because of 
problems placing them in 
other areas, and also decided 
that the Oceania winner would 
then have to play against a 
Eruopean team home and 
away to decide the qualifier 
for the finals in Mexico in 1986.

e One of the directors of 
ASF Marketing, Peter Sheean, 
does not want to talk to the 
NSL chairman, Sam Papasa- 
vas; 

e ASF president Sir Arthur 
George has indicated that one 
matter which may be explored 
by the ASF is whether NSL of- 
ficials should have affiliations 
with clubs — a move which 
may be interpreted in some 
quarters as aimed at Mr Papa- 
savas and NSL vice-chairman 
Tony Labbozzetta.

Former National 
League player of the 
year Jim Hermiston 
is to make another 
comeback. 


Hermiston, 38, who was 
lured out of retirement two 
years ago to play for Brisbane 
City, then was appointed as 
coach of the club’s NSL side, 
has signed with Premier 
League club North Star. 

And while the former Scot- 
land B international has de- 
cided against making a return 
to NSL football, he still wants 
to play for Queensland in the 
interstate clash with New 
South Wales at Perry Park on 
April 29. 

Hermiston last week was 
linked in a comeback with 
Lions, the club he played for 
with distinction for four years 
after transferring from 
Grange Thistle for an Austral- 
ian domestic record fee of 
$30,000. He had played at City 
on loan from Thistle prior to 
that. 

But in joining North Star, 
Hermiston said he was now 
looking for “‘something differ- 
ent” from football and did not 
want to get involved at Nation- 
al League tevel again. 

“T am looking for fun and 
enjoyment from soccer now, 
not the nitty gritty stuff that is 
heeded at NSL level. I have 
family and work commitments 
which make ail the travelling 
undesirable,"’ Hermiston said. 

Hermiston’s son James, 
who had a triaj at Aberdeen 





Jim Hermiston 
last Christmas, is also playing 
at North Star. 

Despite being out of football 
for nearly three months, after 
failing to agree on terms with 
Brisbane City for the 1984 
coaching position, Hermiston 
has not lost his fitness. 

He has been running and 
cycling up to 60 km a week, 

In joining North Star, Her- 
miston will link up with anoth- 
er former Lions and City play- 
er, and indeed former City 
coach, George Potter. 

With Potter and Hermiston, 
the experienced Jim Cameron 
and the tough youngster Mi- 
chael McEvoy in the North 
Star backline, North Star looks 
to have not only one of the 
toughest defences in Queens- 
land but a back four which is 
probably the envy of the 
State’s two NSL sides.

to Mr Papasavas. The ASF ex- 
ecutive is to discuss the com- 
plaint on Saturday. 

But at two separate meet- 
ings in Sydney and Melbourne 
last Thursday and Friday, the 
NSL clubs fully supported all 
action so far taken by the NSL 
leaders regarding the sponsor- 
ship deal with ASF Marketing 
and West Nally. 

The NSL apparently is con- 
cerned that the sponsorship 
deal would give the sponsors 
themselves too much control 
over NSL soccer. 

The NSL also is known to 
oppose the plan to field a 
national A and a national B 
team against visiting teams in 
the interntional series in May- 
June, The NSL believes that 
its National Cup competition 
— scheduled to be played 
during this period — would 
lose appeal because 40-odd 
Socceroos would not be avail- 
able to their clubs. 

We contacted ASF secretary 
Brian Emery to ask whether. 
sponsorship money is coming 
from West Nally or from ASF 
Marketing. 

Mr Emery said: “All the 
sponsorship money is coming 
from West Nally, and during 
the term of the sponsorship 
agreement, West Nally has 
care, contro] and management 
of ASF Marketing. It is an Aus- 
tralian company for West 
Nally to use.”’ 

Mr Emery said West Nally 
money was being paid to ASF 
Marketing, which then pays it 
out to wherever it is supposed 
to go. 

Although the ‘Sun Herald”’ 
reported on Sunday that 
Sheean had threatened to “‘pull 
out of the arrangement” 
unless an agreement was 
reached with the NSL clubs by 
10 am on Monday, the threat 
was not carried out.

Savor speaks ouf on

‘Lots of people are saying that we're just a 
State League side. That’s rubbish! We're 
NSL material, you'll see,"’ says 24-year-old 
Sydney Croatia midfielder Wally Savor. 


This normally reserved 
young Star gets fired up by 
any suggestions of his club 
being inferior to NSL com- 
pany. However Croatia 
hasn’t made the impres- 
sive start predicted in its 
first National League sort- 
ee, 

“We're giving away goals, 
which is surprising when you 
consider that our defence has 
beén one of our strengths for 
years, I think we lapse in con- 
centration a bit but that can be 
sorted out and in Atti Abonyi 
we've got a great coach. I’ve 
also got a lot of respect for 
him as a person. He’s just so 
professional in everything he 
does. He’s a player's coach. 
He gives no favors and he 
won't hesitate to drop you if 
you don’t perform. He’s never 
overawed by any player’s rep- 
utation and he finds it hard to 
understand when others don’t 
give it everything they’ve got, 
like he does.”’ 

Savor has known Abonyi for 
seven years. In 1980, as coach 
of now defunct NSW State 
League club Riverwood, 
Abonyi signed Savor on loan 
from Croatia for $2,000. It was 
a big move for Savor. 

Born in Italy of Croatian 
parents, he came to Australia 
as an eight-year-old. He start-

rickville at 12, represented the 
Canterbury area, and at 15 
joined Croatia, playing in its 
third grade side. Savor made 
his first team debut at 18. 

“T thought I needed a change 
in 1980. I’d been at Croatia for 
a few years and things were 
going a bit sour. Riverwood 
was an entirely different pro- 
position. Crowds were smaller 
and the enthusiasm around the 
place just wasn’t what I'd been’ 
used io at Croatia, That made 
things hard for me. Injuries 
didn’t help. I tore a hamstring 
three times that season. We 
wanted to finish in the top four 
but we ended the season in 6th 
spot 

“TI couldn't wait to get back 
to Croatia for the 198] season. 
All my friends are there and 
there’s a real family atmos- 
phere about the place My 
heart's always been with 
Croatia. It always will be.” 

Savor’s assets are his dribb- 
ling ability and his speed. He’s 
sharp. 

He scored eight goals in the 
NSW State League last year, 
seven from headers. He read- 
ily admits to deficiencies in his 
game but thinks they can be 
ironed out 

“I'd like to get more in- 
volved. [ can do it for about 30 
minutes, then I seem to lapse 
for 10 minutes and if I’m not 
getting the ball I sometimes 
let my head drop. That’s not 
good enough. [ know it. I’ve 
got to work hard on it and I 
will.” 

Savor is meticulous about 
preparing for a match. He's 
single but doesn’t lead a high- 
ly-charged social life during 
the season. Wednesday is his 
day off. He goes out with a few 
mates on that night but soccer 
still is number one with him. 

“I always have an early 
night before a match. A proper 
preparation is vital to me and I 
get so much satisfaction from 
playing that I make sure 1 look 
after myseif. If I play well 
then the rest of the week is 
great. If not, it’s hell.” 

Throughout Savor’s junior 
days he played as a forward 
but he'd spent most of his time 
with Croatia as a midfielder. 
Until last year’s coach, Josip 
Kuze, pushed Savor up front, 
reasoning that if needed, Savor 
had the ability to quickly get 
back behind the ball. The move 
worked. 

Although most of the 
Croatia players have been 
playing together for the past 
few seasons, the side still is 
young. 

It’s a combination of youth- 
ful enthusiasm and bags of 
flair which thrill the club's 
large support and Savor is an 
integral part of this exciting 
team unit. 

““We’ve got lots of skill in 
our side, That allows us to 
knock the ball around. We 
build up well, we’re certainly 
not a kick and rush side and 
we’re allowed to show our flair 
which is what our supporters 
want to see, 

“The players enjoy playing 
that way too. Everyone gets 
plenty of touches and we've 
got a lot of players who are 
very good going forward. 
Marijan Kovacic in midfield 
gets forward quickly and he’s 
also a great playmaker. David 
Rezo and Steve Meades also 
are good players while it’s not

The sooner that's for- 
gotten and our administrators 
get on with the job of promo- 
ting the game, the better off 
we'll all be. Administrators 
should worry about players 
and supporters, instead of fur- 
thering their own ambitions.” 

Savor has ambitions of his 
own. If furthered, he'll estab- 
lish himself as a top-flight NSL

come first with me. They're 
the most important things in 
my life and if the National 
League still involved a lot of 
interstate travel for players, 
then | would have stayed in 
the State League.” 

Lewis means what he 
says.

Lewis never has been se- 
lected in a national squad 
and frankly, despite his big 
reputation, he doesn’t think 
that his chances of selection 
are high.

SiR — Ail the experts {?) are out to cut the 
soccer piayers’ wages to the minimum, believing 
by doing so all the money problems will be solved, 
the clubs will become healthy and everything in 
soccer will be rosy 

But if the players’ money is reduced, will it be 
fair to the players? Will it be fair to the spectators? 
And most of ail! wiil the game be able to attract 
(and keep) the best soccer players? One case very 
recently: T. Greedy, St. George) 

Take Sydney Olympic players (by the media they 
are millionaires). By the newspapers the most any 
player earned /ast year was $22,000 and the net- 
so-lucky $4000 to $5000 (ail inclusive) —- good 
for part timers. We pay them as part timers but we 
demand they perform like professionals. 

Some of these players have been in soccer since 


eight years old. it is their life. Their parents spent 
up to $400 dollars a year, to send them to special 
soccer camps, because they were committed to 
soccer. They could not do well in school or trade, 
hence they depend on soccer for their living. 

Many piayers of the same quality of Katholos, 


mittee sacked mé because of these reasons: 

@ / was a very rough trainer 

@ / made them do a /ot of exercises 

@ / didn’t want them to use bad language.

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PRO SOCCER 
SINKING 





‘ @ The North American Soccer League (NASL) has shrivelled from 24 
teams to nine. Little has been done to lift the standard of home-grown 
U.S. players. The game‘s popularity as a participant sport among child- 
renhas not translated into attendance at pro level. The money-men are 
trying to capitalise on an enlarged market without having created the 
enlarged market in the first place. 

To all involved in Australian soccer, the U.S. experience hits home 
hard, for there are so many parallels between the two countries, as this 
article illustrates ..... 
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IN THE U.S. 


Just four years ago, the 
North American Soccer 
League was hailed as a 
phenomenal sucess story, a 
sure thing for investors and 
fans who wanted to get plug- 
ged into the sport of the 
future. 


The league had 24 teams, one of 
which, the New York Cosmos, drew av- 
erage crowds of more tha 45,000. Net- 
work television was showing some 
games, and cable television was right 
around the corner. Youth soccer pro- 
grams were proliferating at the geomet- 
ric rate, producing a pool of future 
players and millions of potential fans. 

Today, the NASL has shrivelled from 24 
teams to nine. The Cosmos’ average at- 
tendance was 27,941 last season. Net- 
work television has no interest in the lea- 
gue. 

The only constant, four years later, is youth 
soccer, which continues to attract participants 
at the remarkable pace. The sports census 
report of the 1984 sporting goods directory es- 
timates tht 8.4 million people are playing 
soccer in the country. Organised youth pro- 
grams have registered more than 2.5 million 
participants. In addition, there are small com- 
munity or park leagues that do not bother to 
register their players with national organisa- 
tions. 

"The game isn't in trouble at all,” said Clive 
Toye, the president of the Toronto Blizzard and 
an architect of the Cosmos’ early success. “It's 
individual NASL owners who are in trouble, 
and 9 times out of 10, they're in trouble be- 
cause of themselves.” 

Howard Samuels, the League's president, 
added “The problem is not with the sport, the 
problem is financial.” 

More precisely, in Samuel's view, the 
problem is financial mismanagement. 
Many new franchises that began in the 
late 1970s spent monoy far In excezs of 
their income, and in a few years paid the 
price other businessmen pay for such foo- 
lishness: they went under. 

But there are other reasons for the NASL's 
predicament. They were given over and over 
again in interviews with a variety of people 
who have been involved in soccer for at least a 
decade ~in colleges, youth soccer, the NASL 
and the Mayor Indoor Soccer League, Among 
them were the following: 

@ Expansion from 18 to 24 teams in 1978 
diluted the quality. of the leaque, added owners 
who knew little about how to run a franchise, 
and made it difficult for fans to keep track of 
teams. 

@ The fleeting turnstile success of the late 
1970s led many clubs to slacken the commun- 
ity-relations work that had helped attract fans 
in the first place. 

@ North Americanisation of team rosters 
was heavily promoted but scantily imple- 
mented, and North Amricans have not attained 
the calibre of many foreign players. 

@ The game's popularity as a participant 
Sport, esepcially for the young, did not trans- 
late into attendance at pro level. 

ironically, the league’s peak years of popu- 

larity can be viewed as the years that also 
started its decline. 
In 1975 the legendary Pele arrived to play for 
the Cosmos, sparking unprecedented interest 
in the sport in this ocuntry. In 1980 the league 
reached its peak attendance of 6,193,000, a 
game average of 14,997. But within that 
period, 11 franchises were added, 11 changed 
cities and two folded. 

In 1978 the number of new cities in the 
league grew almost by half. Six expansion 
teams were added, and four of the existing 18 
teams relocated, so there were actually 10 
new teams among the league’s 24 that sea- 
son. 
“A lot of these new oners thought all the 
Cosmos did was spend a lot of money on play- 
ers,’ Toye said, “and that all they had to do 
was. spend a lot of money on players, too, not 
realising the seven years of hard work that 
went into the Cosmos before 1978.” 

The new owners made two huge mistakes. 
They spent exhorbitant sums on players they 
knew little about, and they skipped the hard 
work cites by Toye — wooing the soccer com- 
munity. 

Gordon Bradley, the Cosmos’ coach until 
1977. spent most of his spare time teaching at 
clinics, speaking at soccer clubs, presenting 
awards at banquets and showing up at local 
games. So did many of his coaching 
colleagues, So, for that matter, did club execu- 
tives like Toye, then the Cosmos president. and 
JohnBest, who has been coach of Seattle and 
General Manager at Vancouver. 

‘Early on, the important thing was the 
challenge, building a foundation for the 
sport,”’ said Best, who came from England 
ta play in the NASLin 1968 and is now the 
president of the MISL Tecoma Stars. 
“Then the league began to swing from 
where involvement with the community, 
and especially youth, was most important, 
ta the approach of promoter-type people, 
who had gimmicks to get people into the 
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stadium. And it sounds odd, but winning 
became so important. 

“You began to hear, ‘We must be totally 
professional,’ and suddenly players didn't have 
time for community work. That's 0.K. for clubs 
like Liverpool or Real Madrid, where soccer has 
deep roots. It was not good here.” 


One coach was said to have forbidden his 
players to make community appearances. And 
in 1981, after Seatle’s goalie, Mike Ivanow, 
had been ejected for shoving a referee and the 
Sounders had lost that game, coach Alan 
Hinton declared that in the future a player who 
hurt the team that way would be punished by 
having to do more youth clinics. It is easy to 
imagine how that remark was received in the 
large Seattle youth soccer community. 

“Until 1977 or ‘78, league people were in- 
tensely part of the community,” said Toye. 
“But after that, most never went for so much 
as a cup of coffee with local soccer people. 
That expansion to 24 teams, that was the turn- 
ing point.” 

At that same turning point, the league for- 
mulated a 10-year development plan, and then 
ignored much of it. The plan, researched and 
drafted by a committea of club executives and 
adopted Oct, 14, 1977, recommended that the 
league's primary strategy be “To increase the 
attendance of each member club.” A secon- 
dary strategy, the report said should be to capi- 
talise on the soccer market that would result. 

“*The tendency in recent years has been 
to devote an inordinate amount of league 
time and resources to activities which 
relate to the secondary strategy of capi- 
talising on the enlarged market; without 
having created the enlarged market in the 
first place,"’ the report warned. Precious 
man-hours have been spent in pursuit of 
elusive national television contracts, li- 
censing and advertising ventures and new 
franchise sales, for example, as though 
these activities take precedence over the 
construction of a viable marekt through 
attendance.”’ 

But that tendency survived, and man-hours 
in the league office continued to be devoted to 
secondary strategy pursuits. The average 
laague attendance hoverd at 14,500 from 
1977 through 1981, then dropped to 12,873 
and crept up to 13,257 last season. 

“We tried to copy and compare ourselves 
with the National Football League of the 
1970s,” said Lee Stem, the owner and presi- 
dent of the Chicago Sitng, “when we're really 
more like the NFL of the 1940s or 50s, when it 
was struggling before TV made its impact on 
that sport.” 

Samuels, the league president, agrees. 

‘We're a major-league sport with 
minor-league revenue, because we have 
no TV revenues," he said. ‘‘Vancouver av- 
eraged 28,000 this past season, the 
Cosmos 28,000. Tulsa 15,000. Those are 
good numbers. But you cannot take in at 
the gate the revenue you need to handle 
the costs we've been incurring. The 
Cosmos, Montreal, Toronto, Tampa — 
their budgets were as much as a million 
dollars over what they should have been.”’ 

Budgets became unabalanced partly be- 
cause of player costs, and many believe those 
costs could have been held down if the league 
had implemented another of its 1977 recom- 
mendations: To develop North American play- 
ers. 

The quota for the number of Canadian or 
American citizens on the field In a league game 
has been gradually raised {it is four now), but 
there has been little effort to develop such 
players so that they are capable of earning a 
position on merit. 

“Instead of spending all the money they did 
on foreign players, they should’ve set up a 
minor-league situation, where players could go 
and improve themselves, said Joe Morrone, 
who is in his 15th year as soccer coach at the 
University of Connecticut, which won the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
championship in 1981. “There's nothing now 
for the 18-to-20 years age group. If they don’t 
make the pros right off.” 

Walter Bahr, the coach of Penn State, 
argues that more Americans should be used in 
the NASL, regardless of their skills. He believes 
the calibre of play is a “immaterial” as long as 
fans can identify with players and the game is 
competitive. 

“Our calibre at Penn State isn't that of the 
NASL, but when we had Indiana here to piay, it 
was 8 very exciting game with nearly 10,000 
people watching, and they enjoyed it,” he said. 

Others disagree, arguing that to sell the 
sport, it must be shown at its best. They do 
believe that young Americans who are still 
learning their skills should be preferred over 
over aging, mediocre foreign players. But they 
believe that first-rate foreign players are still 
necessary for the league. . 

Perhaps the dearth of top American-born 
players explains why the booming youth 
soccer movement has not carried over into at- 
tendance at pro games. Eddie Austin, the 
Tampa Bay Rowdies’ community relations 
director, insists that American children need 
American heroes, 

‘We need them as examples on the field and 


because they can communicate best to the 
youth,” he said. “They understand the school 
system, the values, the psychology behind why 
kids play sports in this country. They can 
bridge the gap between American kids and pro 
soccer,” 

Stern, the Sting owner, has another theory 
about why youth soccer's popularity has not 
led to pro soccer revenue. 

“| don’t know what it feels like to kick a 
soccer ball,” he said “But ! know how it feels 
to hit a baseball or shoot a basketball or throw 
8 football. And | probably represent 99 percent 
of the male population over 35 in this country. 
Those men love to take their kids to a baseball 
game. Soccer, well they'll go watch their kids 
play, and maybe if their kids really bug ‘em 
enough, they'll take the kid to a few games. 

“But when the kids who are playing soccer 
now have kids of their own, they'll take them 
to soccer games, not because the kids say take 
me to a game, but because the fathers will say 
I'm taking you to a game. There’s a genration 
gap that we didn’t think about.” 

In the meantime, youth soccer continues to 
roll rapidly and college soccer continues to 
grow, too. In 1971 only 354 NCAA schools 
had varsity soccer programs — now there are 
ais, (532) than football (gridiron) programs 
(503). 

“People say this is the worst state 
soccer has ever been in, and | say- 
s+hogwash,”’ said Toye. ““VWWhen | came 
over in 1967, most people in this country 
had scarcely heard of soccer, or if they 
had, they thought it waa played by for- 
signers or sissies at prep schools in the 
north east. It wasn’t even a participant 
sport, and look where it is now. . 

“The game is the most healthy game in 
North America. It’s the NASL that's in trouble.”

I rather expect 
that Olympic coach 
Manfred Schaefer 
will be chastised for 
Saying recently that 
he wanted to win the 
NSL title more than 
he wanted to ‘enter- 
tain’ spectators. 

Pious kibbitzers and sancti- 
mooious bystanders with noth- 
ing to lese will no doubt 
appear in full regalia, admoni- 
Shing Schaefer for his blunt- 
ness — and honesty. 

I, fer one, completely agree 
with Schaefer. He said what 
ali top coaches practise any- 
where in the world — but 
would seldom enunciate with 
such teutonic simplicity. 

In professional soccer — in 
any sport — what matters is 
winning; everything else is 
secondary. 

Some people would deny 
this. Even some so-called 
soccer writers would scream 
shock-horror and demand, 
with their limited vocabulary, 
that our NSL teams have a 
‘duty’ to entertain at all costs. 

Why shouldn’t they demand 
it? They have nothing to lose; 
their job, miraculously at 
times, is not at stake — and it 
looks great to be parading as 
the champion, if not saviour, 
of our much maligned game. 

What they wipe from their 
mind is that coaches do worry 
about their jobs; that clubs 
paying them expect winning 
results and successes; and 
that ultimately, nothing enter- 
tains fans quite as much as a 
win. 

One can cite thousands of 
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glaring examples and only 

hypocrites will refuse the evi- 

dence staring them in the face. 
Let’s see soccer first. 


At the 1982 World Cup finals 
Brazil was exciting and enter- 
taining everybody almost 
beyond their endurance ca- 
pacity — then lost, carelessly, 
to a compact, functional and 
disciplined Italy. 


Or take France: it had 
perhaps the second most ‘en- 
tertaining’ team in the field of 
24, a delight to watch, full of 
Gallic charm and wit. 

However, in a drama- 
packed semi-final, France 
went down to a dour, machine- 
like, unemotional and 
certainly unentertaining West 
Germany. 

Neither Brazil nor France 
made the final — Italy and 
West Germany did. And I bet 
my last cruzeiro or franc that 
both Brazil and France gladly 
would have returned most of 
the public compliments 
heaped upon them, for a place 
in that final. 

If this is not true then their 
respective managers, Hidalgo 
and Santana, are imbeciles. 
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You could go back over the 
years and dig up countless 
similar examples; teams like 
Inter Milan, AC Milan, Not- 
tingham, Liverpool and Ham- 
burg winning major titles not 
be setting out to entertain but 
through grit and com- 
petitiveness. 

And who the hell even re- 
members their victims, some 
of which might have ‘entertai- 
ned’ a few purists? 

Take other sports, if you 
like. Ron Clarke, Raelene 
Boyle, Rick Mitchell, Mark 
Kerry, Stuart Mackenzie and 
many others were colorful, 
‘entertaining’ characters in 
Australian athletics, swim- 
ming or rowing over the years. 

But the world today remem- 
bers the winners with the 
Olympic gold around their 
neck — and writes off the 
others as ‘failures’. 


There is no medal for enter- 
taining in top sport; there is 
only winning and losing; the 
rest is Sunday school preach- 
ing. 

This, of course, is why all 
the criticism heaped on Frank 
Arok for his team’s 1983 dis- 
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Three sent off, six 
yellow cards, plenty 
of action on and off 
the field — that was 
the game between 
Sydney Olympic and 
Sydney Hakoah. 


One Hakoah player alle- 
gedly was kicking in doors in 
the dressing rooms, skinheads 
were clashing with Greeks on 
the hill, and some idiot threw 
cans at the players. 
Unbelievable! 

It all caused a lot of con- 
troversy and the media cov- 
erage was extensive. Overall, 
it was bad publicity for soccer, 
and especially for Sydney Ha- 
koah, the most successful 
team in Australia. 


plays against England is so 
totally nonsensical. Why, even 
some fellow coaches like 
Eddie Thomson were so pue- 
rile when they claimed that 
Arok’s XI had a ‘duty’ to en- 
tertain. 

That team had a duty to get 
results against the former 
World Champions — and it did. 
If anything, ENGLAND had 
the duty to dazzle us. Or 
wasn’t that why England had 
been brought out here? 

Let’s be specific about 
Sydney Olympic now, in all 
fairness to Manfred Schaefer. 

Olympic has been ‘entertai- 
ning. off and on for 23 years — 
and hardly has anything to 
show for it. 

Had it been able to win four 
or five championships and 
grand finals, things would be 
different. 

Soccer fans all over the 
world expect success from 
their team; fans associate 
themselves with a winning 
team — and disengage from a 
losing one. 

{t’s easy to identify with a 
winner; it’s dreadfully hard to 
stay loyal to a loser. 

Anyway, what’s enter- 
tainment? Top competitive 
sport could be thrilling, ab- 
sorbing, dramatic, fascinat- 
ing — but is seldom ‘entertai- 
ning’ like a circus, a ballet, an 
opera or a cinema. 

That's fine for dilettantes, 
for pure-at-heart amateurs 
doing it all for fun — but not 
for professionals, paid athletes 
— who earn their livelihood by 
winning. 

Bjorn Borg. was anything but 
‘entertaining’ — yet he won 
Wimbledon five times and 
became a multi-millionaire; 
the Rumanian Nastase was 










Junior stint should be

tioned the need for improved 
organisation of coaches and 
coaching courses. 


It always had been my contention that 
until coaches are graded — based on com- 
pulsory course attendance — and licensed 
by the Federation, no coaching scheme 
can be regarded as uniform. Nor can 
national objectives be set in respect of 
quality of coaching, and even the desir- 
ability of a scheme will remain open to 
debate 

One reason is, that coaches who have 
not attended a course at all, can be very 
successful. On the other hand, coaches 
with the best qualifications may fail alto- 
gether (or vice versa). In either case, one 
could argue, for and against courses and 
coaching schemes, thus missing the sa- 
lient points. These in my opinion are as 
follows 

1. Courses are not intended to create 
coaches. These are a forum where aspi- 
ring coaches can obtain valuable informa- 
tion and assistance. Like any other lear- 
ning process, the benefits gained (whether 
one passes or fails) dépends not only on 
the material but, on the individual. There 
is no ‘‘magic wand" handed out with the 
certificate. There is no ‘“‘secret formula’”’ 
of couching which would guarantee suc- 
cess All participants obviously do benefit, 
bul what follows is a matter of talent, op- 
portunity, application, circumstances and, 
to some degree. luck! 

2. Improving the standard of soccer is a 
long-term objective. It follows therefore 
that the “scheme’’ must involve ALL 
couches on an ongoing basis, rather than 
only the volunteers during a few weeks of 
course attendance Hence the need for 
compulsory course attendance and licens- 
ing of coaches, and the need for re-estab- 
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lishing a national coaches federation. In 
other words, the channels of commun- 
ication among coaches must be kept open, 
so that coaches at all levels can be 
reached and can continue to participate 
and contribute to the success of the ‘‘sche- 


me 

3. If coaches were members of an offi- 
cially recognised body, no doubt this 
would add to their status and remove all 
misguided arguments against the need for 
training of coaches. It would become an 
accepted basic requirement. 

3. Channelling the coaching talent into 
areas where our need is the greatest, and 
this in my opinion is the development of 
juniors, would be possible if coaches were 
organised as above. Recognising the fact 
that some coaches will never stay in 
junior coaching and others, regardless of 
qualifications, will never wish to coach 
seniors, it would still be possible to utilise 
all coaches during the initial training 
period in this, the most important aspect 
of our game. For example, after passing 
the first level, coaches would be required 
to coach juniors for a given period (say 
one year) before moving on to the next 
level, and so on 

The reason why [ believe that junior 
coaching, and the development of juniors 
should be the number one objective of the 
coaching scheme, is quite stmple. You 
see, coaching at senior Jevel is very much 
restricted by the material available to the 
coach. The better the material, the better 
our standard will become. It does not work 
the other way around 


I am sure that if we brought top com- 
petitive coaches from overseas (even if 
we can afford them!), they would not im- 
prove our senior standard ‘significantly, if 
at all. Most of them could not cope with 
our less than professional set up, limited 
resources, financial and otherwise.

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Qn the other hand, we have many ca- 
pable local coaches, who would no doubt 
do a lot better with better material at 
their disposal! There is plenty of talent at 
junior level, we should capitalise on it. 


At junior level, basic skills are the most 
important factor that a coach should be 
concerned with. Never mind fitness and 
tactics, These can come later. If we fail to 
develop our young players’ technique to 
the optimum potential, we shall never pro- 
gress! Our soccer at senior and inter- 
national level is restricted by skill, not 
fitness nor tactics. 


Of course, modern soccer requires su- 
perior fitness, but above all, great skill to 
cope with the greater general mobility of 
players and the increased speed of the 
game, 


Early over-organisation and tactical 
restrictuions will hinder skill devel- 
opment, and to compensate, the negative 
tactics will become eventually more evi- 
dent, which unfortunately may assist 
junior trams in Winning games, but will 
not produce quality players. 


Fitness, tactics and skill are all essen- 
tial parts of good soccer, as are discipline, 
determination, application and motiva- 
tion. These physical and psychological as- 
pects, properly balanced, are the in- 
gredients of great players and con- 
sequently, great teams 


It 1s a question of priorities: where to 
Siart and which aspect should be empha- 
sised in our particular case 


I have no doubt, that skill is the one that 
must have top priority, and improvement 
in this area must be the aim of the Aus 
tralian Coaching Scheme and its national 
objective. To achieve it, we need the right 
organisation now!
